REGULATIONS OF THE SCHOOL BOARD 


School Admission 


No child will be admitted to the first grade who 
has not attained the age of five years on the date of 
opening school in September. Pupils are admitted to 
this grade only at the beginning of the school year, un- 
less they have been in attendance at some other school. 
The age of compulsory attendance is eight years, so 
that any child whose eighth birthday falls between the 
opening and closing of the school year must enter at 
the beginning of the school year. On the other hand, 
any child not included in the above statement, attend- 
ing school between the ages of five and eight years 
must be in regular attendance; otherwise he may be 
dismissed from school for the remainder of the school 
year at the discretion of the Superintendent. 
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SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT _.__ 


To the School Board of Effingham: 

One of the fundamental provisions of the New 
Educational Law of 1919 was that every elementary 
school should be maintained at least thirty-six weeks 
in each year. Previous to the passage of this.act there 
was no minimum legal school year;. the number of 
weeks required for state aid was thirty, and thirty-six 
districts failed to maintain their schools for even 
thirty weeks. Consequently, when the New Law pro- 
posed a uniform school year for urban and rural child- 
ren, many people expressed their belief that a school 
year in rural districts of thirty-six weeks was impos- 
sible and that permanently country children must be 
given less schooling, than those living in villages and 
cities. Effingham last year demonstrated that in this 
respect the New Educational Law was.sound. Not 
only did each one of the schools maintain its thirty- 
six weeks in spite of an unusually severe winter, but 
they were all able to close at an early date in June. 

On the whole, school attendance was very good, 
the average being 93 per cent, slightly better than the 
average in the entire state. The names of twenty-five 
pupils appear upon the Roll of Honor, and ten of these 
were neither absent nor tardy for the entire year. Un- 
fortunately, in several of our schools there were some 
unnecessary absences. In such cases the parents are 
responsible, and any cases of marked negligence in 
this matter should be prosecuted. A child’s absence 
from school not only retards his own progress but that 
of the whole class and school, and thus becomes a mat- 
ter of concern to all tax-payers. This year ought, and 
I believe will, show a higher percent of attendance 
than last. 

In common with many other small towns, Effing- 
ham has been handicapped by a lack of good text- 
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bocks, both in number and quality. To the extent that 
state aid has allowed money for that purpose new 
books have been purchased. As text-books are an 
item of state aid, I do not expect the town to make a 
special appropriation for this purpose, but I do believe 
that the parents, in co-operation with teachers, can 
aid in solving the problem. The period of usefulness 
of any book depends upon the care it receives. By 
care a book used daily may be serviceable for a num- 
ber of years. On the other hand, by carelessness, it 
may need to be discarded at the end of a year or two. 
If the parent will be zealous to implant in the child’s 
mind a wholesome respect for all things that are of 
service, and the teacher exercises a wise watchfulness 
over the child’s habits of study in the schoolroom, a 
more plentiful supply of books may be assured.” 
In 1919 the State Board of Education passed a 
number of regulations regarding the minimum approv- 
al of schoolhouses. All of our Effingham schoolhouses 
did not, and in some ways do not now, meet these 
standards. Alterations to secure a greater lighting 
area in four of the schools were consequently carried 
out last summer, and at a relatively small expense 
much improvement was made. I realize that many 
people do not appreciate the importance of these 
things, and that those in authority in school affairs 
were subjected to some criticism on account of the 
changes, which were regarded as unnecessary. Space 
should not be taken in this report to discuss these im- 
provements; let me simply say that the work was not 
done for the sake of whim or fancy, but because sound 
principles concerning the health and welfare of pupils 
demanded it, and nothing less would have been accept- 
ed by the State Board of Education. During the com- 
ing summer it is necessary to make some repairs and 
slight modifications in the toilets of each school. Al- 
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though not essential, it is very desirable that the 
toilets be connected with the schoolhouses, with the 
approach from the school-room rather than the school 
yard. 

Several changes in teachers were made at the end 
of the last school year by the resignations of Mrs. 
Dearborn of the Lord’s Hill School, and Mrs. Fulton 
of the Falls School. Fred N. Leavitt was elected to the 
cosition at Lord’s Hill, and Miss Mabel Rounds ‘to the 
one at Effingham Falls. The other teachers have con- 
tinued this year at their respective schools. As the 
salaries were very low last year compared with those 
in most other towns of the state, an increase of 25 per 
cent was made this year. The position of a rural 
school teacher is most important; few positions are 
more so, and I wish that every teacher might get a 
vision of her full opportunities and responsibilities 
here. An increase of salary may express appreciation, 
but the wage is really a small part of the compensation 
of faithful service, which is its own reward and above 
price. } 

Especially among the older generation, a com- 
plaint is sometimes heard that the schools of the 
present are not as good as those of the old days. While 
I do not concede that this is true,—the school offers — 
more today than ever before,—two factors in the past 
contributed in no small degree to make the schools ap- 
preciated and to aid them in fulfilling their purpose. 
In the first place, there was often the exceptional 
teacher. The terms of school were of short duration © 
and we know that many of our ablest men of the past 
earned their way through college by teaching occasion- 
al terms in the country school. Even then, the profit 
was not so much in amount of knowledge gained or 
any special method used in presenting it, as by con- — 
tact of pupil with a strong, dominant and purposeful- 
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personality. In the second hace Gs aa S pues 
life and the training which he received at home made 
him more ready to accept responsibility. He was 
thrown more upon his own resources. He was used to 
hard work. He did not go to school on account of at- 
tendance laws, but because what was offered he want- 
ed. In other words, his individual responsibilities at 
home, translated into school environment,: made him 
eager to grasp every opportunity.
